3. I have examined and am familiar with U.S . Patent Application Publication US 2003- 
0187038 published on October 2, 2003 (hereinafter referred to as the "inaira reference"), which 
is cited and referred to in the Office Action dated December 14, 2009, 

4. Paragraph [0 1 56] of the Xnmra reference recites a list of purported 'Tibrmogen-related 
diseases" which includes well more than one hundred diseases or conditions. 

5. Paragraph [01 56| of the lroura reference recta "syndrome X" as an example of a 
"metabolic disorder" within the list of purported "fibrinogen-related diseases." 
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6, The Imura reference provides no data to support the position that 
fibrinogen-reiated disease . 
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"syndrome X" is a 



7. The imura reference provides no citation to support the position that "syndrome X" is a 
ilbrinogen-related disease. 

8. I am not aware of any causative link between fibrinogen levels in a human and 
syndrome X or metabolic syndrome in a human.
